There was nothing in her possession 
to indicate suicide by premeditation, 
police said. A thorough investigation 
exploded an earlier assumption of the 
police that she may have been pushed 
from the window. 

George Rosendale, attorney for the 
Jaeger estate, said today that he knew 
of no reason why- Miss Jaeger should 
have committed suicide. Mr. Rosendale 
said he had not been able to communi- 
cate with Miss Jaeger’s mother, who is 
in Saranac Lake, N. Y., nor had he 
been able to reach either of her two 
brothers, who are out of town. 

Her father had accumulated a large 
fortune at the time of his death, six 
or seven years ago, leaving most of his 
estate to his wife. The attorney said 
Miss Jaeger was not wealthy in her 
own right, but received an ample a!- 
lowance from her mother

Rapid City, S. Dak., July 21.—Senator 
Réed Smoot, of Utah; extra-session pro- 
ponent, came here unexpectedly today 
in an effort to impress his view upon 
the President. The statement of Sec- 
retary Hoover that Federal aid is im- 
perative for the flood-stricker sections 
makes it all the more necessary that an 
extra session be called, he declared. 

While the Utah senator did not sug- 
gest a date today, previously he has 
said that Congress should be convened 
October 15 or November 1. 

It was Senator Smoot who came out 
of the White House several months ago 
and announced that there would be an 
extra session. The following day the 
President indicated that the senator 
had spoken a little prematurely and 
recently he has given the impression 
that he did not favor one or plan to 
call one. Majority Leader Tilson, of 
the House, came out several weeks ago 
and bolstered up this attitude. 

Those who talked with the Commerce 
Secretary yesterday got the impression 
that he felt there was a need of an 
extra session, but, apparently yielding 
to the President’s stand, he thought. 
at this time anyway, that an extra 
session wae unnecessary in so far as 
the flood situation is concerned. 


Outlines Tax-Cut Plan. 


The Utah senator’s hurried and un- 
expected visit here, however, found 
him unchanged in his views.

BIRGER RESTS CSE. 
WITHOUT EVIDENGE 
IN MURDER HEARING 


Newman and Hyland Likewise 
Refuse to Give Testimony; 
Decision Is Surprise. 


HANGING OF THE THREE 
IS DEMANDED BY STATE 


Jury Likely to Get Fate of the 
Alleged Slayers of Mayor 
' by Tomorrow. 


Benton, Ill., July 21 (A.P.).—Sitting 
mutely after refusing to testify in their 
own defense, Charles Birger, known as 
“Machine Gun Charley,” Art Newman 
and Ray Hyland late today heard the 
State demand the death penalty for 
each in their trial for the murder of 
Mayor Joe Adams of West City. 

Neely I. Glenn, assistant State’s at- 


torney, opened the closing arguments 
to the jury with a detailed story of 
how the gangster trio is alleged to have 
planned, ordered and paid for the slay- 
ing of Adams, a supporter of the rival 
Shelton gangsters. 

Declaring that men who conspire to 
kill are equally guilty with the man 
who pulls the trigger, Glenn asserted 
this case warranted “the extreme pen- 
alty.” 

“Newman was Birger’s aid and Hy- 
land his henchman,” Glenn said. “Bir- 
ger is 44 years old, Newman is 38 and 
Hyland is 37. The undisputed evidence 
shows these men picked Harry Thom- 
asson, 19, and Elmo Thomasson, 17, to 
kill Joe Adams. Think of it These 
men sent orphan boys to do a murder.” 


Gang Leader Stares at Books. 


The gang leader, his jauntiness gone, 
stared at a pile of law books and only 
occasionally raised his eyes to glance 
at his wife and children as Glenn 
painted him as a ruthless killer. 

The defense for Birger, Newman and 
Hyland rested today without presenting 
any evidence. 

This move came as a big surprise 
after Judge Charles Miller had over- 
ruled a motion for a continuance and 
new trial for Birger, which he sought 
on the ground that Newman had made 
damaging admissions implicating Birger 
in the alleged conSpiracy. 

No Evidence “at This Time.” 

The four lawyers for Birger went into 
conference, after which Scerial Thomp- 
son, one of them, arose and said: 

“The defendant. Birger, will offer no 
evidence in chief at this time, but re- 
serves the right to offer evidence in 
rebuttal after the codefendants have 
testified.” 

H. R. Dial, attorney for Hyland, made 
a similar announcement in behalf of his 
client. 

W. F. Dillon, Newman’s attorney, 
then made the surprising statement 
that Newman, who had previously de- 
clared he would take the stand and 
“tell all,” would present no evidence 
in his own behalf. 

Attorney Charles Karch told report- 
ers that Birger had changed his mind 
about testifying. Defense lawyers were 
thrown into the air by the gang lead- 
er's sudden change of pian. 


Case to Jury Tomorrow. 


Judge Miller said this afternoon and 
tomorrow would be given over to argu- 
ments, the defense opening, and the 
state making the final plea. He pre- 
dicted the case would go to the jury 
Saturday 

Newman said his reason for not testl- 
fying in his own behalf, as he had in- 
tended, was that Birger had threatened 
to take the stand first and blame the 
shooting of Adams on Newman, if the 
latter testified. 

Newman said Birger declared he 
would produce five witnesses to prove 
the gang chief was not at “Shady 
Rest,” his fortified roadhouse, the night 
before the slaying, when the State al- 
leges the murder was planned and oOr- 
dered. 

Birger’s former lieutenant said he was 
given the alternative of either trying 
to testify against the five witnesses and 
Birger himself or remaining off the 
witness stand and letting his counsel 
make a common plea with the other da- 
fendants. 

That the defense had reached an im- 
passe was evident this morning when 
Judge Miller denied Birger’s motion for 
a continuance and dismissal of the 
jury. 

One of Birger’s lawyers, upon being 
asked when he would begin calling 
witnesses for the gang leader, said: 

“If you can find any witnesses for us 
we surely would be glad to use them.” 

He said the defense case, after over- 
ruling of the motion, was going “like 
@& corpse on its way to the graveyard.” 


Newman Outlined Story. 


Newman had outlined to newspaper 
reporters the story which he said he in- 
tended to tell on the witness stand. 

“I joined Birger for protection against 
the Shelton gangsters, who had shot. at 
me and swore to kill me,” he said. 

“I was present at Shady Rest (Bir- 
ger’s road house), when Charlie Birger 
on Saturday night (December 11) told 
the Thomasson boys to kill Joe Adams. 

“I drew them aside and asked them 
‘Did you ever kill a man?’ They said, 
‘No, Art; why?’ I said in an under- 
tone, because Birger was standing near, 
‘If you'll take a fool’s advice you won't 
start now.’ 

“Clarence Rhone and Harry Thomas- 
son lied about me when they took the 
stand. Harry lied because he believed 
wrongly that I set fire to Shady Rest 
and burned his brother Elmo alive. 

“When I get before the jury I will 
tell them just what happened. I was 
there when the plot was laid by Birger. 
He wanted to use my car. I told him, 
‘My car is not going into Franklin 
County.’ 

“He then said that Connie Ritter and 
I would have to see the boys started 
and that we would have to meet them 
afterward and take them to Dowell. I! 
demurred, but Birger insisted and I

COMPANY HEAD DEFENDS 
PURCHASING OOVIET OL 


Vacuum Officials to Sell Only 
Where Russia Is Econo- 
mic Source. 


DENIES WRONG IN STEP 


New York, July 21 (A.P.).—G. P. Wha- 
ley, president of the Vacuum Oil Co., 
in a statement today defended his com- 
pany’s policy in respect to trade with 
Russia, and, while admitting a di- 
vergence of interest, denied that any 
ill» will toward other oil ~com~anies 
had been engendered. 

The statement followed one issued 
earlier in the week by Walter C. 
Teagle, president of the Standard Oil 
Co., of New Jersey, denying that his 
corporation was purchasing oll from 
Russia, and declaring that Standard of 
New Jersey will abstain from business 
relations with Russia as long as the 
Soviet government “declines to recog- 
nize private property rights." This 
statement followed closely upon an- 
nouncements that contracte for large 
amounts of Russian petroleum were 
held by the Standard of New York and 
Vacuum Oil Co. 

Purchase from Russia will continue, 
Mr. Whaley said in today’s statemeft, 
so long as supplies are available on 
propr terms, and of proper quality, for 
markets where Russia is the natural 
economic source. He denied that it 
was “unrighteous” to buy petroleum 
from Russia because the Soviet govern- 
ment had “wrongfully confiscated from 
Russian subjects” the oil-producing 
properties, and added: 

“The Vacuum Oil Co. believes that 
trade contracts with Russia will make 
for wholesome reconstruction, and fur- 
ther, that it is only common sense to 


, recognize that Russia is the economic 


source of supply for certain markets. 
An opportunity given Russia to dispose 
of some of its surplus will avoid such 
surplus being forced into competition 
with American products in markets 


where transportation costs are in favor | 


of the United States.

New York Bankers Arrange 
Loan With Dr. Schacht, 
It Is Reported. 


SUM MAY BE GREATER 


New York, July 21 (A.P.).—The New 
York Times says a credit of at least 
$25,000,000 for the German Reichsbank 
has been arranged by a New York bank- 
ing group, headed by the International 


Acceptance Bank, Inc. 

The credit comes as a result of the 
recent visit here of Dr. Hjalmar 
Schacht, president of the Reichsbank, 
who, the Times says, conferred with 
commercial bankers while in this coun- 
try and attended discussions of the 
executives of the Bank of England, the 
Bank of France and Federal Reserve 
banks. 

Officlals of the International Ac- 
ceptance-Bank were extremely incom- 
municative regarding the credit, the 
Times says, but from other banks par- 
ticipating in the transaction it was 
learned that the credit will run for a 
year and the total may go as high as 
$30,000,000. 

The money will be placed at the dis- 
posal of the Reichsbank, the Times 
says, for its use when wanted. It is a 
strictly private banking transaction, 
such as has been arranged in the past 
by New York bankers for central banks 
in various parts of the world.

SCHOLASTIC REFORM. 

There is growing evidence of unrest among 
administrative officers of American colleges 
and universities over: the American scholastic 
system, The latest to raise his voice in pro- 
test is Max Mason, president. of the University 
of Chicago. Speaking before a meeting of 
educators recently, in condemnation of the 
present method of grading and crediting stu- 
said: “‘Some colleges are going to 
have the courage to abolish the system before 
long, and the University pf Chicago might be 
the first.” In his opinion the present system 
is a game in which the student works for 
grades and credit only, and not for intellectual 
attainment. In its stead he suggested a com- 
prehensive final examination to bring out what 
the student actually knows and what his atti- 
tude is toward intellectual affairs, 

Criticism of the American scholastic sys- 
tem is easy, although the remedy is hard to 
find. Until of recent years the American col- 
lege and university functiohed as well as was 
necessary. It must always be rememberéd that 
the United States only recently cast aside its 
swaddling clothes, and that in an infant coun- 
try higher education, or the need for higher 
education, is not @ pressing matter. Now, how 
ever, conditions have changed, and educators, 
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he 


do not invariably turn out a product fully up 
to specifications. Even though this could be 
accomplished, the fact would still remain that

safety, it was announced yesterday. 

A representative committee of local 
citizens studied the unifofm vehicle 
code approved by the Second National 
Conference on Street 
Safety, when it was presented to 
public 
of certain portions of the code. 

The recommendations were approved 
by the director of traffic, and later by 
the Commissioners, with the result they 
were embodied in the local traffic regu- 
lations. One thing adopted from the 
code was what is perhaps the pivot law 
of the entire regulations, the regulation 
requiring the motorist to give the right 
of way to another motorist approaching 
from the right. In fact, a number of 
local regulations have been borrowed 
from other cities At the same time 
that the representative committee 
studied the uniform vehcile code it 
studied the ordinances of other cities, 
and selected regulations which, with 
little or no modification, came to be 
embodied in the local traffic law

The desired end of the model city 
ordinance, namely, to establish uniform 
city regulations in all American cities 
so far as it is practicable to do s0, 1s 
becoming more and more a necessity in 
the evolution of American traffic law, 
he admitted. 

The model ordinance could be 
studied by a representative committee 
of local citizens, and this committee, 
in cooperation with officials, could de- 
termine the extent to which it would 
be possible for Washington to fall in 
line with a national uniform city or- 
dinance. However, this matter would 
necessarily be a decision for the future. 

There are, it is pointed out, local 
conditions which could be covered only 
by local regulations, or by regulations, 
common in nature, given a peculiar ad- 
justment to fit them. However, there 
is no reason, it is said, why regula- 
tions, general in nature, could not be 
made uniform. For instance, it 1S 
pointed out, there is every argument 
in favor of -having lights of a particu- 
lar color mean the same thing through-- 
out the country. 


Capital Should Pave Way. 


It is an absolute necessity to have 
the right of way rule the same. A left- 
hand turn should mean the same “th! ng. 
There should be uniformity in such 
things; in fact, in all things in which lit 
is possible to have uniformity. 

Since motor traffic has multiplied in- 
terstate travel several times, and there 
is in all cities a considerable percentage 
of visitor traffic at all times, uniform- 
ity in city ordinances would be in the 
inteerst of safety, and in the interest of 
simplicity, organization and _ orderli- 
ness. It would clarify the traffic prob- 
lem to an extent that perhaps is not 
realized, since, it may be taken for 
granted, the resident of a city knows 
his streets, while the visitor is doomed 
to be confused under existing condi- 
tions. 

This is a common condition in Wash- 
ington, the Nation’s Capital, which un- 
doubtedly has a higher ercentage of 
visitor traffic in the midst of regular 
‘traffic than any city in the country. 
In the interest of order, it is contended, 
and in the interest of justice so far as 
traffic is concerned, it behooves Wash- 
ington to take a leading part in pro-

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Many motorists seem to have for- 
gotten that the crosswalk is the pe- 
destrian’s own exclusive road of 
travel.

MOB OUTBREAK IS FEARED 


Five colored men living at Oxon Hill, 
were arrested yesterday afternoon 
in connection with the assault upon 
Miss Alberta Rice, 20 years old, of 1422 
M street northwest, and John W. Buck- 
ler, 26, of 3346 Prospect avenue north- 
west, on a road near the Maryland town, 
Wednesday night. 

Fearing race trouble, authorities of 
the town moved the men to the fail 
at La Plata shortly after their arrest 
while groups formed along the main 
street of Oxon Hill to voice anger over 
the assault, which sent the young wom- 
an and her escort to the Emergency 
Hospital.

Recommendation to Elimi- 
nate Private Stands. 


Corporation Counsel W. W. Bride yes- 
terday was asked by the Commissioners 
to pass on the twofold pending pro- 
posal to do away with exclusive taxicab 
concessions in the public streets at the 
doors of hotels.

This is 
the question upon which Bride is asked 
for advica The Bureau of Efficiency 
stated that the hotels receive 10 per 
cent of the money taken in by cabs 
operating under their concessions and 
that in 1926 the hotel commissions ag- 
gregated more than $40,000.

The difference of opinion which has 
arisen between the district attorney’s 
Office and the Police Department re- 
garding the.employment of informers 
to obtain evidence against liquor-law 
violators will be settled at a conference 
next Wednesday.

PROMISE OFFICE BUILDING 


The extensive real estate holdings of 
Christian Heurich at Fourteenth street 
avenue northwest 
have been sold to New York interests, 


it was learned yesterday. The sale 
price was reported at $500,000. 

The property extends from the four- 
story building on the corner of Four- 
teenth street and Pennsylvania avenue, 
which has a small frontage on E street, 
to 511 Fourteenth street.
